Negotiations to renew Jones 
Communications’ cable television 
franchise moved a step closer to 
completion with the Greenbelt 
City Council’s approval of a 
memorandum of understanding 
outlining the general terms of a 
contract at its November 23 regu- 
lar meeting. Council also set 
March 9 as the date for the refer- 
endum on the annexation of 
Parkside at Greenbelt. 

Cable Television 

A coalition of county munici- 
palities and the county govern- 
ment is negotiating a renewal of 
the cable franchise agreement 
with Jones Communications. The 
negotiators have reached agree- 
ment on a Memorandum of Un- 
derstanding (MOU) that outlines 
the general structure of a fran- 
chise renewal agreement. The 
details will be worked out during 
the negotiation of that agreement. 
The participating governments are 
now being asked to approve the 
MOU as the framework for nego- 
tiating the franchise agreement. 

The MOU_<calls for a 15-year 
renewal, with a review at year 8 
to ensure that the company is 
maintaining a “state-of-the-art 
system. Lee Afflerbach, an engi- 
neering consultant assisting the 
coalition, said that companies are 
reluctant to make significant in- 
vestments in cable systems with- 


Charrette Group Questions Work 
In View of Metroland Plan

Between the third and fourth 
charrettes dealing with the 
Greenbelt Metro site and the sur- 
rounding area, a major public re- 
lations event, with much hoopla, 
major media attention, and politi- 
cians on display, occurred on Oc- 
tober 15. This spectacular was 
hosted by a group of corpora- 
tions, known collectively as 
Metroland Developers, LLC, that 
touted plans for an upscale re- 
gional shopping mall and mixed 
use property, to be called 
Greenbelt Station, on the site in 
question. 

Thus those present at the 
Greenbelt Metro Area Sector 
Planning Group’s fourth charrette 
only nine days later, on October 
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out a long-term contract. With 
some reluctance stemming from 
frustration with the service prob- 
lems and the lack of détail in the 
MOU, council unanimously ap- 
proved the MOU. Council also

ing the current franchise agree- 
ment through February 1999 to 
allow time for completion of the 
franchise renewal negotiations. 
Final action on that ordinance is 
expected at the next council 
meeting. 
Public Hearing 

During a public hearing held 
early in the council meeting, 
most speakers raised concerns 
with the quality of service cur- 
rently being provided by the 
company. However, Public Infor- 
mation and Communications Co- 
ordinator Beverly Palau, the city’s 
representative in these negotia- 
tions, told council that the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion “makes it very difficult to 
tell a company to go away.” If 
the city were to refuse to renew 
the franchise agreement, the com- 


24, were full of-questions about 
the value of their own enterprise 
of preparing guidelines, or a pre- 
ferred concept, for a Sectional 
Map Amendment (SMA) for the 
same area. Although charrette 
participants during the next two 
hours worked carefully through 
all previously identified issues to 
reach consensus, many felt that 
their attention to preserving the 
fragile wetlands environment had 
been finessed in the Metroland 
design concept. 

When “Chip” Reed, represent- 
ing the A. H. Smith Limited 
Partnership, addressed those 
present after the charrette’s 
agenda had been completed, they 
were all suddenly attentive. 
Reed, who had participated from 
the beginning in the focus group, 
was aware that the elegant set of 
drawings and maps prepared for 
the media occasion varied from 
the land use map still being 
worked out by the planning 
group, Accompanying him at the 
final charrette was Greg Ault 
from EDAW, site planner and de- 
signer for Greenbelt Station who 
had prepared the press packet il- 
lustrations and design concept. 

Introductory Concepts 

Noting that throughout the 
year owners of the Smith prop- 
erty had been urged to reveal 
plans for its future development,

pany would be entitled to a num- 
ber of hearings with the burden 
of proof on the city, not the 
company. At an earlier meeting, 
she had stated that these hearings 
could take a couple of years. 

If they wished, other cable 
companies could come in and 
“overbuild,” in essence to con- 
struct a second cable system in 
the city. However, no other 
company has sought to do so. 

The speakers at the public 
hearing complained of long waits 
on hold — Gerald Madison of 
Ridge Road told of being on 
hold for four hours before. his 
call was answered. Tom Carter 
of Laurel Hill Road said he had 
had more problems in five years 
with the cable system in 
Greenbelt than he had experi- 
enced in 15 years. in 
Bladensburg. He said that he 
has found it quicker to drive to 
Jones’ office to report problems, 
than it is to call them in by 
phone. 

Jones Responds 

Karmen Bailey, government 
and community relations man- 
ager for Jones, acknowledged 
that the company’s response 
times have not been acceptable, 
although she offered no explana- 
tion for why things had gotten so 
bad. She said that the company 
hired 20 new customer service

Reed said: “Now we've started to 
put something on the table.” He 
was pleased, he said, that the 
team of companies assembled as 
Metroland had been chosen by 
the Washington Metro Area Tran- 
sit Authority (WMATA) to de- 
velop the combined site. The 
concepts presented would add 
“some vitality and some reality” 


~ to the Sector Plan process, he 


said. 

Nevertheless, Reed stressed 
that what had been presented was 
“Sust a concept. We feel we’re at 
the beginning, and before the be- 
ginning, stages of the process.” 

The point was made again 
later by Ault. “We’re in an in- 
terim process,” Ault said. “This 
is a vision plan. It’s not set in 
stone at all.” 

Environmental Issues 

Reed particularly stressed the 
importance of environmental is- 
sues as the site is developed. 
These include both flood plain 
concerns and wetlands, he noted. 
(In the Metroland’s Plan only 48 
acres have been designated for 
park and recreational uses. Ac- 
cording to staff from the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, about 130 
acres are considered environmen- 
tally sensitive.)

The opposite is true — it 
is they who have no right to be 
land developers. You, 
Greenbeiters, have the power to 
shape the future of Greenbelt, if 
you choose it. If not, the deci- 
sions will be made for you 
based on individual greed and 
profit. 

Clearly, I am angry. It is 
because I feel that bit by bit, 
my home is being taken away 
from me. But I honestly do not 
understand your thoughts on the 
subject.

Tips for Buying Toys 


Shopping for toys and games 
this holiday season can be an en- 
joyable, nostalgic experience, as 
shoppers recall the toys they en- 
joyed as children. Stepping into 
todays toy stores, however, can 
be an overwhelming experience 
because they are chock-full of far 
too many products making a 
claim on one’s attention. The ex- 
perience can be frustrating if the 
buyer is trying to find items that 
will hold a child’s attention, and 
at the same time, provide a posi- 
tive learning experience. 

In looking for a successful toy 
or game, something that will add 
to a child’s growth and develop- 
ment, shoppers may want to con- 
sider the following questions, 
adapted from guidelines developed 
by the National Association for the 
Education of Young Children:

Richardson Honored 
By Air Traffic Assn. 


John G. Richardson, a resi- 
dent of Greenbelt and 36-year 
veteran of the air traffic control 
community, has been honored 
with the Clifford Burton Medal- 
lion Award for lifetime achieve- 
ment by the Air Traffic Control 
Association. The award was 
presented on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 3, during ATCA’s 43° an- 
nual convention in Atlantic 
City. 

Richardson started as a con- 
troller in 1953 and completed 
his federal service in 1989 as 
manager of the agency’s Cen- 
tral Flow Control Facility in 
Washington, DC. He currently 
is senior consulting engineer for 
air traffic control programs with 
Computer Sciences Corporation 
(CSC) in Rockville. 

At the ceremony Richardson 
was cited for his contributions 
in developing the concepts and 
design of the David J. Hurley 
Air Traffic Control System 
Command Center in Herndon, 
VA, now considered the opera- 
tions cornerstone of the Na- 
tional Airspace System. 

In his present position, 
Richardson leads the CSC soft- 
ware development and design 
group responsible for traffic 
flow management and auto- 
mated sequencing systems. He 
is project manager of CSC’s 
Departure Spacing Program 
(DSP), which was prototyped 
and field-tested at Los Angeles- 
based airports and currently is 
being installed and implemented 
by the FAA in the New York 
City and Philadelphia areas. 
DSP provided visual display of 
current/future predicted flights, 
identifying each flight with an 
appropriate FAA flight plan and 
control information. 

The Richardsons have three 
sons, two of whom are air traf- 
fic controllers.

representatives in October and is 
continuing to hire. In addition, 
Jones’ has hired a consultant to 
look at the entire system to see 
what must be done to improve 
service. She admitted that the 
local operations is “light years 
away” from meeting their own 
service standard of answering 90 
percent of calls within 30 sec- 
onds. Given the current level of 
problems, she would not venture 
an estimate of when response 
times would be back to accept- 
able levels. The company also 
has 23 fewer technicians than it 
needs, she said, so that when 
callers do get through they may 
still face lengthy waits for ser- 
vice. 

Afflerbach said that the prob- 
lem goes beyond the number of 
customer service representatives. 
Typically, a cable company 
should expect 10 percent of its 
subscribers to call its service line 
during a month. Bailey noted 
that during September and Octo- 
ber the company received more 
calls than it has subscribers. Both 
Bailey and Afflerbach concluded 
that the long-term solution to the 
customer service problems is to 
improve the underlying infrastruc- 
ture of the system. Bailey said 
that the system problems are “ab- 
solutely not” a sign that Jones’ is 
getting lax as it prepares to sell 
the system. She also explained 
that the company is not being 
sold, but that Comcast is seeking 
to purchase the shares previously 
owned by Bell Canada, plus the 
chairman’s super voting shares, 
which would give it control of 
the company.

derstanding seek to address the 
problems raised by the speakers 
at the hearing. The company will 
be required to upgrade the system 
within three years of the fran- 
chise renewal, extend the use of 
fiber optic cable, and implement 
system status monitoring to 
quickly identify outages and 
problem areas. Customers are to 
be automatically credited for a 
full day’s charges if the system is 
out for more than six hours 
(pro-rated credits are to be given 
for shorter outages). 

The agreement will also pro- 
vide customer service standards, 
including response to telephone 
calls, with monetary penalties for 
noncompliance. The amounts of 
such penalties have not yet been 
established, although Palau said 
that they would increase daily. 

The system will remain “dual 
cable” with A and B tracks. This 
Setup is not compatible with 
cable-ready televisions and VCRs 
or with many universal remotes. 
Bailey noted that many stores (as 
well as Jones) sell remotes that 
will switch between the A and B 
tracks. Afflerbach said that local 
jurisdictions do not have the au- 
thority under FCC regulations to 
control the type of system pro- 
vided. In addition, it would be 
necessary to reduce the number 
of channels offered if the system 
were converted to single cable.

Design Concept 

Ault’s presentation emphasized 
the mixed use development his 
planning team was trying to put 
together.

Most of it south of the major de- 
partment stores would be pedes- 
trian space, he said. With nearby 
parking structures, most cars 
would be off the streets. “Cars 
would be second; people, first,” 
he said. Currently the planning 
team was looking at a “riverine 
parkway” through the Smith tract, 
which is shown on the Metroland 
design as a series of ponds and 
possible lake. But he 
acknowleged that stormwater 
management issues and maybe 
wetlands reclamations, requiring 
further study, might alter these 
options. 

At the north end, on the 
present Metro parking lot, the 
plan envisions as many as four 
upscale retail stores and a hotel.

Favorite Russian Masters was 
the theme of the concert Saturday 
November 21 at High Point High 
School. 

The Prince George’s Philhar- 
monic with Charles Ellis as con- 
ductor started the 8 p.m. concert 
with Rachmaninoff and concluded 
the second half with Shostakovich. 
Rachmaninoff’s selection was the 
piano Concerto #2 in C minor, 
opus 18. Eric Conway was the 
pianist. 

Russians have a thing about 
music, reflecting their long and in- 
teresting history. Words like pas- 
sion and fire come to mind. Bar- 
ing one’s soul and giving the mu- 
sic emotion are the bread and but- 
ter of their music writing. Dr. 
Conway must have been out sick 
the day they taught about Russian 
composers because his performance 
could only be called uninspired, 
colorless, and lacking in passion — 
he may have hit all the notes, but 
it’s what you do with those notes 
that make it interesting. I was told 
by another concert-goer who is fa- 
miliar with the piano that he made 
a number of mistakes. The Phil- 
harmonic backing him up, because 
of the acoustics, had to ease up or 
they would have drowned Eric 
Conway’s piano efforts. 

The second half featured the 
Philharmonic and Dmitri 
Shostakovich’s Symphony #5, opus 
47. Under Charles Ellis the orches- 
tra was able to give the #5 the at- 
tention it deserved.

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French Program at Roosevelt 


Pulled from Consideration

School Superintendent Jerome 
Clark temporarily pulled from 
consideration the establishment of 
a French immersion program at a 
high school in the northern area 
of the county during the Novem- 
ber 19 meeting of the Prince 
George’s County Board of Educa- 
tion. This proposal had been an- 
nounced at the October board 
mieeting and was slated for a vote 

at the November meeting. 

History 

Rogers Heights Elementary 
School has, for some years, been 
a designated French immersion 
elementary school for the Magnet 
Program. As students finished 
their elementary school years 
there, these students were as- 
signed to Greenbelt Middle 
School and a French immersion 
program was established there. 
Now these students are slated to 
graduate and move on to Central 
High School for the final level of 
the program, However, parents 
have requested that students be 
moved to Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School instead of going to Cen- 
tral High School which is in the 

central area of the county. 

Meeting 

At the November meeting 
Clark indicated that this issue 
may not be decided in one meet- 
ing. He proposed that the Com- 
mittee of 100 review the plan and 
respond. He is interested in 
maintaining diversity but com- 
mented that citizens must be 
heard also. School board mem- 
ber Kenneth Johnson opined that 


it may be necessary to consult 
with the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) on changes in 
magnet programs. Clark re- 
sponded that the NAACP had 
been requested in general to par- 
ticipate and provide input within 
the framework of the Committee 
of 100 and had declined to do so. 

Greenbelt school board mem- 
ber Suzanne Plogman described 
the participation drop off from 
middle school to high school for 
the program at Central. Another 
member, Doyle Niemann, dis- 
puted this indicating that about 
50 percent of the students who 
were slated to go to the French 
immersion program at Central did 
go there, with approximately 25 
percent going to Roosevelt, pre- 
sumably for the science and tech- 
nology program instead of staying 
in the French immersion program. 

School board chairman, Alvin 
Thornton, effectively brought the 
issue to a close by arguing that 
Clark had brought no data to sup- 
port the need for a northern area 
program, only the concerns of 
parents. Among other issues, he 
questioned how much staff and 
funds would be needed to estab- 
lish another program. At this 
stage, Clark agreed to pull his 
recommendation from consider- 
ation at the present time. 
Plogman then asked him not to 
pull the recommendation as she 
felt that there were enough votes 
to pass it with a possible amend- 
ment, but the issue remained 
pulled.

Council Sets Referendum 
For Parkside Annexation 


by Diane Oberg 

At its November 23 meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council set 
an early date for the annexation 
referendum, hired consultants to 
help study the Greenbelt Station 
development plans and ques- 
tioned why the renovation of 
Greenbelt Middle School has 
been set back. 

On a 4-1 vote with 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
opposed, council set March 9 
as the date for the referendum 
on the annexation of Parkside 
at Greenbelt. Under state law, 
the earliest the election could 
be held would be February 5. 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin suggested allowing 
slightly more time to ensure 
that all legal notification re- 
quirements are met, and to 
minimize the “Hance of bad 
weather keeping voters away 
from the polls. 

According to McLaughlin, 
the city does not have to hold a 
special election, and could have 
deferred action until the next 
regular election in November 
1999. However, he said the 
City Solicitor, the City Clerk 
and he agreed that delaying 
nearly one year is neither rea- 
sonable nor fair. 

Mayor Judith Davis and 
Councilmembers White and 
Putens agreed. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts did not object 
to a March referendum, but
